Height of Wave*. 

The height of the waves produce 1 at 
sea in a storm depends mainly on the 
two conditions of the depth of the 
water through which they travel and 

of the length of " fetch" or unbroken 
space which extends from the shore. 
It follows that most gigantic waves 
are produced where the sea. rush, 
the lonoesi distance and at the 
est depth directly 01 the shore.
